The l'ark Home and How to Breed Him. 

|From Wallere'a Monthly.) 

Having seen, from this hasty glance, that there la no foreign breed to 
which we can look with any degree of certainty aa a source of aupply. 
the qnealton atlll recnra, "Where are we to get the material out of which 
to build up Ihla new breed!" Without waatlug worda In auy elaborate 
reply we anawer, we havo aa good material of our own aa any in the 
world, and all we have to do la lo select It and go to work. In thia aa- 
lection we must drop every consideration of speed, and look only for 
the element* we waut in the horse we desire to breed. Size. symmetry, 
aud style are the great requisites, and wo muat have these without any 
modifications or abatement*. In searching for this horse, we muat not 
limit ourselves to the fashionable trotting or running families, 
for we will be far more apt to fiud him outside 
of both. Among the racing sires that have come 
under our observation, we would surest that It m ght be 
well to look over some of the descendants of Itup. Bounie Scotland, or 
Imp. Leamington. The great trouble here will be to find one that bends 
the knee. Each of the great trotting families may have some represent 
atives that-would fill the measure, out the great mass of them would 
fall far below it. The mighty Volunteer Is handsome, and very attrac¬ 
tive in form and style, and some of his progeny, which are sometimes 
large might be just what Is wanted. Some of the Clays, especially 
those branches that are found In Kentucky, are of elegant proportions. 
Some of the Champlous. in Central New York, are represented to us as 
coming up to the bill. We have seen some of the descendants of Alex¬ 
ander’s Norman that were decidedly haudsome. and we know of no 
young trotting stallion that comes nearer the standard than Mr. Dar¬ 
ling’s Kentucky Prince, a son of Clark Chief by Mambrlno 
Chief. We would, by no means, discourage a look at 
New Eugland. We have seen but few of their stallions, 
but with the blood of the elegant racehorse, Privateer, 
engrafted on the stylish little Morgans, something very handsome 
should reasonably be expected. The Black Hawk blood, especially 
when fortified aud enlarged by other good strains, has produced some 
of the finest appearing horses on the continent, lu our last uuraber we 
gave a little sketch of Blood Chief, aud, although we have never seen 
him and have uo kuowledge of his owner, we are disposed lo think be 
comes as near filling the requirements of the Park Horse as any now 
living In this casual mention of a few horses, we wish it distinctly un¬ 
derstood that we make no discrimination against others that we have 
not seen, and know nothing about. 

When we have found the stallion that is fully up to the requirements, 
the w ork is then only half doue. for we must find the mare to couple with 
him Up to this point we will have pleutv of raeu ready to embark in 
the enterprise, but just here we will fall of an intelligent and conscien¬ 
tious following. With the horse all right, the common popular opinion 
and practice is Indifference as to the quality of the mare. In most in¬ 
stances it will be expected the horse will beget his own likeness out of 
all the miscellaneous mares that may be bred to him. aud if he fails in 
this—ami he is as sure to fail as the sun is to rise -the whole enterprise 
is pronounced a failure and abandoned. To avoid this disappointment 
and failure, we hardly know where to find words of sufficient force and 
intensity to burn it into the minds of those who try it. that the mare 
must be as good as the horse in all the points and qualities thst are 
sought to be produced. It must not he forgotten that even after the 
mares have been selected with the same care and discrimination as the 
horse, there will be then a larger or smaller per coinage of failures 
The selections, both male and female, will of necessity be exceptional 
animals aud there la no possibility of preventing them from throwing 
back occasionally after the inferior qualities which they inherit from 
their respective snceslors. Still, as a rule, the qualities of the animals 
themselves will be reproduced in greater or less perfection and cer¬ 
tainty. Thus, after a few generations, the qualities and points sought 
** to be perpetuated will become fixed in the family as a hre*d. and those 
qualities will reappear with great certaluty and perfection. The brttd 
has yet to be established, and the rapidity and certainly of Us establish¬ 
ment will depend entirely upon the intelligence, judgment, aud perse¬ 
verance of those engaged in the enterprise. From the indications now 
before us, we have no doubt a number of gentlemen of large means 
will invent their money in this direction, and we have no doubt, either, 
that their success will be in exact proportion to their care in the selec¬ 
tion of their mares. The old habit of thought, that if the horse is al¬ 
right the progeny will be also, will govern in rnauy cases, aud in just 
as many the enterprise will have a sickly existence while it lives, and 
will at last be abandoned as u failure. 

But the enterprise must uot be left to the wealthy few who will em¬ 
bark iu it. We would feel that we had accomplished comparatively 
nothing If we stopped short of urging it upon the attention of every 
well-to do-farmer in the country, and of laboring to show how he 
could make It practical and profl'uble. In every neighborhood a clnb 
can be formed and the mouey raised on sight to buy the horse that 
is wanted; then let each member of the club begin to shape his farm- 
horses so as to converi them iuto mares of the right type, just as fast 
a- his convenience. Inclination, or purse will allow him. Iu this way 
choice marcs would he guth red. and directly the neighborhood would 
secure a reputation for breeding such horses as would justify buyers 
from aov distauce to visit it for the purpose of gettlug a supply. Some 
regions of country, such as Orange county, can sell their young stock 
at far better prices on account of their reputation. Associated effort, 
in the direction we suggest, would have the same happy result in any 
section of country that will adopt it. and perseveriugly stand by It. 
Take, for example, the rugged, but rich limestone bills of Western 
Pennsylvania, where you will hardly find u good stretch of road a quar¬ 
ter of a mile long in a connty. In such sections it Is all folly to attempt 
to breed the trotting horse. There are no roads ou which to drive and 
develop them. To all such sections tbe profit* of breeding must, of 
necessity, be limited to the production and sale of the ordinary ma 
cblner, unless they turn their attention to the massive Clydesdale or 
Percberm. These types are not suited to the varied employments and 
duties of the farm, and a* the case now stands, the only horse adapted 
to their wants brings no price that will juetiiy the raising Pill this place 
with the elegant Park Horse, and everybody is suited In his daily 
needs, and everybody's purse is heavier at the end of the year. 

In thus earnestly commending the production of thia type of horse to 
the attention of farmers and small breedera.we cannot close without pre 
eenting a kindred thought lo the Agricultural Associations of the coon 
try As premiums are uow generally awarded at our annual fairs, we 
are fully satisfied that, as a rule, harm Instead of good la the resnlt. In 
moet sections of tbe country, the popular class, and the one to which 
the most liberal awards are made, is the "roadster class.” Without 
specially intending it, or so announcing it, tbe real point that decides 
the couteet Is tbe tptrd of the competitors. Some little ram of a stal¬ 
lion. utterly unfit to breed to, beats a great flue horse to the end of the 
trial distance, and he is forthwith pronounced the champion, and car 
ries off the honors. We do not speak of this as a real fault of the man¬ 
agement of the fair, for it has been done many times under oar own 
management, but as a fault of the system under which premiums are 
awarded, that calls for a thorough reform. In other department* of 
live stock, there are certain scales of points by which tbe animals are 
judged, and receive credit according to their estimated quality at each 
of these points We will say. frankly, we have not a profound venera 
tlon for the application of arithmetical rules in deciding on the compar 
|live merits of competing horses; but when vre see the single quality of 
a little more speed, place the premium with a horse that ha* confessedly 
no other quality to commend him to breeders, and see this determined 
by the arithmetic of the watch, we must take all the arithmetic there ia 
in the contest, and by fair use of It determine which la the better horse. 
In tbe construction of this scale of points, great care, and the tery best 
practical talent, must be brought Imo requisition. There is no oae In 
attempting to pooh p>ob It. we must come to it, and adopt it if we wish 
to make our agricultural exhibitions occasions of profit *and education 
to those who attend them. Where the contest Is not for speed alone, it 
is simply a farce to see that one element overslaugh all others, as we 
have seen It more than a hundred times. In some future number we 
may possibly attempt to put our ideas ou this question of a scale of 
points Into some practical and tangible shape; but meantime we most 
earnestly commend it to the wisdom of the Agricultural Societies aud 
Agricultural Boards of the country. Suppose, for example, a scale was 
constructed embracing ten point*, with ten as perfection at each point; 
then, in summing up, if the animal under examination should be per¬ 
fect ai every point, the scale would show one hundred to his credit. In 
this scale lei pedigree and speed each constitute one point, while size, 
symmetry, color, soundness, carriage, quality of limbs, feet, etc., would 
constitute others. Then, if tbe little homely animal Is able to beat the 
large, fide young horse, give him the full benefit ot that point, and enter 
It down at tbe highest possible grade if you choose. If bis pedigree Is 
better than the other, give him the full benefit of that also. In short, 
give him all to which be is entitled, and then turn to the one that was 
a few lengths behind In tbe exhibition of speed, and give him tbe fall 
benefit of alt the point* he possesses. Anu lot ths footings of the two 
tables determine where the blue ribbon belong*. 

The prejudice that has grown up against trotting for prlass at onr ag 
rlealtnial vrstflbitlons, we know personally, la not without good ground. 
We have witnessed ths dkmA glaring Injustice and wrong perpetrated at 
such exhibitions by honorable and eminent citizens In the judges' 
aland. But, notwithstanding the outrages that have become chronic 
under the Incompeteucy of the Judges, we apprehend that a large share 


of the real dlseontent grows out of tbe almoet Invariable practice of 
giving the prise to tbe horse that 4a first to the score, without regard to 
hie qualities ot usefulness for breeding purposes. If our societies 
would do the greatest amount of good within the sphere of their use¬ 
fulness. they must discriminate more closely and wisely betweeu the 
different types and classes of horses. We believe In con teats of speed 
at our agricultural exhibitions, bat let them be for that purpose and 
type of horse alone. If the same horse can win In tbe speed class, and 
also In the perk horse class, under tbe scale of points suggested, by no 
means deprive bis happy owner of the honor of sweeping the platter; 
for if there l* any considerable competition, he muat be a very superior 
animal, and with tbe two qualifications combined, be ia of Immense 
value. But, as the dial of the watch tells tbe honest story in the one 
class, so let the scale of points tell an equally honest story In the other. 
In concluding these thooghl*, which we have carried to a much greater 
length than we intended at thia time, we would urge upon all to firssu 
for a tprcijlc purpose. If you have the Clydesdale or the Percheron, 
don't seek lo convert him Into a race bora®. If you hare the race-horse, 
go lo the richest Inheritance of racing blood. If you hate the trotter, 
and you are breeding for trotting speed, seek lo combine in him the 
best and fa*tcat trotting crosses. And, if you would produce the ala- 
gaut park and coach horse, look neither to the puller, the racer, nor the 
trotter, but only to the home that possesses the qualities yua seek to 


propagate.

The New Departure. 


Rock Island, III., April 24, I87fl. 

Editob Chicago Field:— 1 hay© read the peculiar conditions of tbe 
Jackson meeting, and approve of its terms iu full, it is the first step¬ 
ping stone towards the lute rest of western men owning and educating 
their green trotters. While the Spirit of tke Ames and the Turf , Field 
and Farm find some objections, it will be well for them to wait uulil 
the matter is fully understood in all its light before condemning or 
giviug their indirect opiniou for the benefit of the turf congress. Tbe 
strangest thing to me is, when an attempt is made by any aaeo. latlon to 
do what in their judgment will benefit the owners of horses, that our 
•porting papers ebouid take it up and comment on It. carrying tbe idea 
to the public that there is no room for reform, and as iu this case of 
the change* made by the Jackson Association, the public will know 
juat what horses intend to wlu. Pool buyers will kuow, aud therefore 
tan buy their pools with that knowledge. This peculiar change 1 say 
i# a step lu the tight direction for our Western owners aud breeders. 
We have many good greeu borne#, and without being educated iu com¬ 
pany they are worthless aa trotters. Every inducement Is held out East 
to make a man pull hi# horse West; large purees are given, while small 
ones are hnug up West, making the West comparatively^* school for 
educating aud preparing trotters for the Eastern circuit, I claim there 
is no law that is just, when it compels a man to set the value of his 
horse up iu the pool box for parties who, as a majority, contribute 
but very little to the existence of either horseman or association# 

1 also claim that no law is just when It comets a 
man to pay leu per cent, of the total purse in his class, aud not allow 
him to declare which part of tbe purse he wishes to trot for. Wbeu I pay 
my euiranco fee, all th.it the association requires, 1 then have oulv con¬ 
tracted with them. If a man buys pools on my horse, and 1 do not 
choose to wiu, 1 should uot be held responsible for the foolishness of 
the party buying pools, (or I have made no couiract with him —what he 
wins-he puts in ms pocket. The spectators have not made a contract 
with ma-io trot my horse to the front, and therefore 1 am uuder uo obll* 

f atlous to them, but 1 have a perfect right lo select auy part of the purse 
choose to trot for, aud it is no person # business but iny own. 1 have 
paid the debt lo the association wbeu they receive my eutrance fee, aud 
that fill* the bill. With the new Jackson feature no person cau be in . 
jured, the spectators are aware what horses are tryiug to win, and when 
be wins then they know they saw what was understood; the pool buyer 
Is not injured, and why not allow this strange feature to uudergo a rigid 
test before coudemuiug it. There must be something done for our West¬ 
ern horsemen, or the result will be no trotting iu a few years. Changes 
in the rules can be made that will give confidence to the public, that 
fair, square trotting will be had at every meeting, from the very begin¬ 
ning in the spring until snow flies, but associations object to it, 
(when 1 say the associations, 1 mean the board at the bienuial meetings) 
they fear it will lujure their financial column. Let every horse trot in 
his class from Jauuary until January, tbeu abandon the 
rule* protecting the pool box, compel associations lo close 
their entries leu day* ahead, and 1 will guarantee no man will wait lor 
the Eastern circuit before he starts his horse. Horses will be entered 
and driven to the front. Entered and edacated to trot in company. 
Every man that ha* a trotter will start out early, and Western associa 
lions will receive more entries thereby. Again, under the new rule 
judges are allowed to pull a man from behind his home and substitute 
a new driver, the driver substituted to be paid (or out of the horse's 
winnings. How unreasonable, bow unjust 1* this rule; the very fact 
that a driver Is not allowed the privilege of satisfying the judges and 
the public that be la driving his horse to win, places him before the 
public as a dishonest man, and it I* confirmed if the new driver happens 
to be a man of superior judgment in driving, and the selection Is 
always made from the ranks or veterans. Why not give a man that 
drives a trotter the same privilege that our common law court* do, there 
a man’s oath is considered equal and places him before the Almighty 
on tbe same footing that It should place him with tbe Judges in the 
•land. Nothing la done that might be. to elevate the driver in the esti¬ 
mation of the public, bnt on the other hand all the power is given in the 
hands of the judge* and the manipulation of the pool box. I may have 
a horse worth $Ai.UOO, 1 pay ten per cent, of the total amount of purse 
and start him in the race. I declare 1 don't want to win and wont win; 

1 want to save my horse's record for the Eastern circuit. Every one 
knows tuat I have made this declaration and I therefore have tbe privi¬ 
lege of trotting my horse to educate him, by paying tbe requisite fee to 
the association with whom 1 have Jointly made and fulfilled 
my contract. If there is a Lone Star that want* to experiment, both for 
their own benefit and that of owners of green horses, in the name of 
common sense and justice, let them do no. And any sporting paper that 
attempt* to retard the prairres* of reform, shows a very selfish disposi¬ 
tion. It is true, and well-known to many, that the soccess of the 
Eastern clrcolt can be traced, and attributed to the manner our Western 
association* are conducted. Pomes are small, horses are palled, saved 
for the Bast aa a record would Injure the sale of them in many cases. 
The Bast, and eastern papers know It. and ths ref ore will. In any attempt 
for reform, throw a stem In the wrong direction; the West is strong 
enough, the rales should be changed, allowing horses to trot In the 
same claw the year through. When that rule ia established, the public 
will see straight, legitimate, bona-fd*, np-and-up trotting at the first 
meetings of the season, aa well aa the last, and the West will never 
be able to compete with tbe Bast until such ia the rale. I will trot at 
Jackson before going Bast, but I wouldn't enter at any other place if I 
conclnde to go East. It la my money that brinn my trotters, and I do 
not peddle them around for pool buyers and judges to put a job op on 
me to win money for them to my detriment, therefore, when I enter, 1 
enter to drive and win, or 1 will stay at home; as the rulee are now. It 
will keep many from entering, excepting Jackson.' 1 say, Jackson, 
stick to your programme, whether yon are a member or not; give It a 
trial; horsemen will stick to you. Truly. r. w.

Uuftouudnetis of Wind. 


Kooring or whistling, when (bay are folly developed, may generally 
be delected without difficulty by putting the horee Into a canter; bat In 
seme eaeee. when the dlseaee la lu the Incipient stage, the aoonda can 
only he heard when the pace la very moderate, and often only when the 
enltnal atarla off. The reaeon of thla la that the nbatrnctlou to the pee¬ 
rage of air luto the lunge la ao alight that the eapauelen of the air tnbea 
during eiolted breathing removea It altogrtben aud the home appears to 
be anund; but In very decided caeca of roaring the sound becomes more 
■ml marked aa the exertion Is continued, aud the fact of ihe animal 
bccomlug distressed and making more noise at the end of agallop than 
be did at tho beginning la a clear proor that the affection is thoroughly 
established, and likely to get worse In thu future. Iu making an ex' 
mill nation of a horse which Is suspected to be a roarer, Ihe best plan Is 
to start him suddenly at a canter for a short distance, and then pull him 
u u as short aa possiblo. Slight sounds, which arc not distinguishable 
wlicu the horse is going, will be very audible If the ear Is placed close 
to the nostrils Immediately the movement la arrested; and In thla way 
■light defects, which might otherwise escape notice, are detected. It 
may appear that a sound which la ao alight as to escape observation 
while a horse la going at a moderate speed Is not of sufficient Import¬ 
ance to demand special notice, and. If It were the case that abnormal 
sounds showed a tendency to remain In a llxed condition, the objection 
would have some weight; but the slightest noise of an unhealthy char 
actor la an Indication of the commencement of a disease, which is al¬ 
most certain to advance to the condition in which It seriously affect* 
the horse's respiratory powers. There Is no way of describing In so 
jusny words the peculiarities which distinguish an unhealthy from the 
healthy respiratory sound. Close observation Is necessary to educate 
Ihe ear to appreciate the natural and morbid sounds which are made 
during respiration. When there Is s distluct whistle or roar, no one 
can fail to recognise It as an unhealthy sound; but there ere noises 
which arc close on the couffnes of the natural souuds, and the prac¬ 
ticed observer requires his attention to be concentrated ou the exam 
luallon in order to decide whether or not any defect exists. 

The differences of opinion which are constantly met with amoug 
competent horsemen as to the existence or otherwise of uusounduess 
In the wind, are sufficient evidence that there are many cases iu which 
the departure from the healthy sound is not so marked os to be readily 
distinguished. Extraordinary cases of roaring, Iu which It has been 
Impossible to decide at first whether the sounds were merely the resnlt 
of some peculiar habit or depended ou disease of the respiratory orgaus. 
have been from time to time recorded. These cases are very unsatis¬ 
factory to everybody concerned, the professional examiner especially 
because, whatever view be may take, there are facts to be advanced ou 
the opposite side. That there are a few eccentric horses which make un- 
uatnral noise* at time*, quite Irrespective of any disease of the air 
tubes, Is beyood nil doubt. Kortuuaiely, euch cases are very rare, and 
If the existence of a bad habit exposes the horse to the stigma of being 
au unsound animal, no one ought to complain. It 1s probable how¬ 
ever, that the owner, who knows the animal's qualities, does not take 
this view of the matter, and protests against a verdict of unsouudnese 
In the case of a horse which long experience has convinced him Is per¬ 
fectly souud. notwithstanding the objectionable uolses which he 
makes ou occasion In bis breathing. 

Various causes of roaring aud whistling are enumerated by veterinary 
pathologists. Whistling is most likely to be caused by some obstruc¬ 
tion In the uasul cavities, which, by diminishing the size of Ihe tube 
through which the air passes, causes the pitch of the note produced to 
be elevated. The same effect will result from thickening of the mucous 
membraue at the opening of the larynx. Distortion of the cavity of 
larynx or trachea Is not uucommon caitseof roaring—the one condition 
Is due to loss of power of the laryngeal mnscles on one side, generally 
the left one; the other Is a natural consequence of the bent position of 
the neck which follows from the improper use of the bearing rein 
The presence of a tumor iu the guttural pouches, In such a position 
that the side of the larynx is pressed, is au occasional cause of roaring, 
and the symptoms induced are very marked lu such cases; the animal 
under exertion bccomsa excessively distressed, aud II la necessary to 
allow him to rest In order to avoid suffocation. If the tumor is tempo¬ 
rary In IU nature, aa iu the cose of au abscess, it is esseniial to keep 
Ihe animal perfectly quiet until the process of suppuration is com¬ 
pleted and the contents of the tumor are excavated by bursting, or by 
the aid of the lancet; but In coses of premature tumors, as those of a 
scrofulous kind or fibre fatty structure, there Is no hope of cure, be¬ 
cause. from the positlen of the deposit, ou operation would be attended 
with a great amount of risk, and would besides be of doubtful efficacy, 
as there would generally be left enough deposit on the mucous tissue 
to cause some noise In respiration, although Ihe actual relief to the aot- 
mal might be considerable. 

Treatment of ordinary cases of roaring or whistling, with a view to 
the restoration of soundness, Is generally a very unsatisfactory affair. 
Different plans have been at various times advocated, and if it cau be 
truly alleged that any method has succeeded iu curing a whistler or 
roarer, the system is straightway lauded as infallible; aud the reeult is 
that confldiug horsemen subject their unfortunate animals to various 
degrees of puulsment, in moBt casus without any benefit. When the 
abnormal sound depends on some recent deposit, which would In all 

S robabllitv be removed by a natural process of absorption as the acute 
isease which gave rise to It subsides, any form of counter-irritation 
will, to eomc extent, assist the removal of Ihe morbid matter, and thus 
obtain the credit of doing what the unaided powers of tho organism 
would have done in time; but in cases of roariug or whistling of long 
standing, counter Irritants are quite powerless, and their application 
only inflicts pain on the animal, without any chance of removing the 
cause of the mischief. 

Severe blistering of the surface along Ihe course of the trachea firing 
the same part, applying soatons from the jaw to the chest, are plans of 
counter-lrritatlou which have been advocated as means orrure, but in 
reality. In most cases, the use of them amounts to au act of unmeaning 
brutality. The operation, which has been successfully adopted lu some 
cases of removing a portion of cartilage at the opening of the larynx. Is 
ouly likely to be beneficial when the disease Is due to loss of power of 
the muscles, which allows the walls of the organ to fall Inwards, and 
thus diminish the area of the cavity. As this is u ’common cause of 
roaring, the operation may be successful In many Instances; but there 
are no means of determining beforehand whether this condition exists, 
and If It Is not present no benefit would be gained, and possibly Injury 
might result. The proceeding, therefore, borders on the empirical, 
and, except as an experiment, should seldom be attempted. A roarer 
may be kopt In worable condition by a careful system or management, 
regulation of diet and exercise, aud the avoidance of irregular and 
severe work; but it Is rarely worth while to attempt a radical cure by 
the aid of medicine and surgery .—London Fluid.

New Specie# ok Sheep.— From the Peruvian Andes some 
specimens of Bheep have been received in England, being 
representatives of two rare and distinct breeds. The Agri¬ 
cultural Qacette, (England,) furnishes the following partic¬ 
ulars regarding them: 

“ The first are two fine white-wooled sheep, each having 
four long massive horns, two of which have u forward curve 
over the head, while the other two curve downwards, under 
the eyes, which gives the head a singular but hundsome ap¬ 
pearance. These are brought from Peru by Mr. J. I. Watts, 
of Whistley, near Devizes, who discovered them, during his 
recent travels in the Andes Mountains, at an elevation of 
Borne 8,000 or 0,000 feel above the level of the sea, and they 
are reported to be very hardy. The second lot much re¬ 
sembles the alpaca. There are three—one male and two 
females—and they are thickly covered with long, dark 
brown, but exceedingly fine bair or wool, which is highly 
prized by the native Indians for the manufacture of their 
more delicate fabrics. The male stands about three feet 
high at the shoulders. Their peculiarly formed beads, long 
necks, large shaggy legs, and general character will insure 
them a large share of attention. These also arc from the 
Peruvian Andes, and inhabit the highest and more exposed 
situations, and are imported by Mr. Anthony Uibba, of Lon¬ 
don."

The plcasaut weather of the last two day* hud materially improved 
Chequing qualities of the track, and to day wan perfectly delightful, 
cttTidng an Increased attendance of visitors. It was nearly all local *up 
port, however, for the Htratigerv from Tennessee, Kentucky, and other 
bom* breeding States were few In number, though the regular frequent 
era of the race meeting* of course wore on hand. Iu the inuer 
field the lluea of carrlagea tilled with the beauty and fashion of 
the Crescent City formed a beautiful sight from the grand stand, which 
was equally resplendent In gay toilettes aud lovely women. 

The racing Is our mlsslou, however, and we must turn to the day's 
programme, which consisted of three ract'K, including the Louisiana 
Stoke. First came a three-quarters of a mile race for all ages, with 
seven starters. Osseo was made a warm favorite, though the reason for 
this la hardly apparent, as he has never shown himself capable of win 
nlng a race In even moderate company, and is a different sort of an anl 
raal from his half sister, the flylug Oiltipa. lie could get oo nearer 
than second to Verdigris, a good reltuble horse at all distances, aud one 
whose claims to be backed, were much etrongcr than the favorites. Al- 
tou secured the $20 for third horse, and the four unplaced were As- 
terllte. Mol lie B, Spriogtet and Torn O'Neil. The Louisiana 
Stoke followed, and as only Volcano, Pompey's Pillar and Nannie F. 
were started out of the eight nominations. It was naturally loug odds 
on the son of Vaudal. He won the first heat very easily in 3 : 424 , aud 
the in are was distanced. Iu the second heat Pompey's Pillar outs toyed 
the favorite and won by three lengths Volcano was slightly lame 
after pulling up, and the odds consequently changed to 5 to 1 on Pom- 
pey’s Pillar, who at ouce forced the pace in the third heat until after 
passing the half-mile pole Volcano lurched across the track and pulled 
up a broken-down racer.

To day was but a counterpart of yesterday so far as the weather aud 
attendance were concerned, both being excellent.

The English University Race. 

The following report of the Oxford and Cambridge boat race which 
took place on April 8th, is abridged from the Loudon Sportsman . of 
April 10th: 

As the Ume grew on all eyes were turned towards the London Boat¬ 
house, from wolch at au earlier period both crews ban emerged for a 
preliminary puddle. The men had, however, returned for a Anal rest 
and preparation, and it was exactly thirty-nine minutes past one when 
the Cambridge boat Anally took the water. It may not be out of place 
at this juncture to give some particulars of the two boats. The winning 
craft was built by Swaddle and Winshlp, of Scotswood, Newcastle-on - 
Tyne. Her length la 57 ft. 6 In. over all, width In widest part amidships 
23 In., height forward 7 In, aud aft one Inch less. She Is built of cedar, 
and flttca with sliding seats on brass plates. The oars were manu¬ 
factured by Tozer, of Teddlngton. The dimensions of the Oxford boat 
are as followsLength 58 ft. 10 In. over all, width amidships 25 in., 
height forward 0M iu., height aft ft ‘4 In. She is from the yard of 
Claapcr, of Oxford, and Is built of cedar. Her seats slide upon steel 
tubes. Messrs. Ayling, of Lambeth, manufactured the ours for the Ox¬ 
ford boat. 

Precisely at forty-three minutes past one Cambridge emerged from 
the bank close to the London Boathouse. The Cantabs wore thulr^ 
light-blue coats and straw hats, and as they paddled Into mid stream 
aud crossed to the Middlesex shore were received with much hand- 
clapping and shouts of welcome from the assembled crowd. The Ox¬ 
ford crew were not loug after their rivals in taking the water. Tney ap¬ 
peared without their coate, displaying their snow-white jerseys,bound at 
the neck aud at the short sleeves,cut off across the hiceps.with dark blut 
riband of about an inch In width. They also puddled across the river 
mid down the Middlesex shore, turning in rear of the Press and Umpire 
boats, and of the Thames Conservancy oarge, and took up tbeir position 
for the sturt. The starting post was nearer to the Aqueduct this year 
than last; about 15 seconds row at most from that structure, we should 
say. Cambridge sent tbeir coats on board the umpire’s boat as soon as 
Oxford came to their station. Mr. J. Cbltty, Q. C.. was umpire, and 
with little delay Mr. Seirle dismissed the boats. The start waf 
better than we usually see, there being no scrambling ou either side. 
Prom the foreshortening of the view from the steamers and the pace at 
which the racing eights got under way compared to the steamers, it 
would be hard to say which drat showed in front, but the race was pretty 
level up the first reach, Cambridge rowing 37 and Oxford 88 a minute. 
Just below the Point Cambridge seemed to lead a third of a length, ami 
on reaching the Grass Wharf, Oxford, who bad quickened a triAe, 
seemed to have come nearly. If not quite, on even terms again. Through 
ibe ‘ shoot*’ Cambridge began to draw steadily in front, aud at the 
Crab Tree were nearly their own length to the good. The only piece of 
erratic steering on the part of Oxfora took place here, and they wan¬ 
dered a little to right and left as they passed the Soup Works, while 
Cambridge quickened and shot the bridge about two-.thlrds of a length 
clear of them. In 7min. 33 sec., Oxford 5 sec. behind them. Round the 
ensuing bend the station was all in favor of Cambridge, and they drew 
still more away, rowing very well together, while Oxford were getting 
rather wild at times. Chiswick Church, a wide landmark, and 
difficult to time accurately, was reached a trifle over twelve min¬ 
utes, Cambridge being about four lengths ahead at this time. 
Up Horse Reach there did not seem to he much change in the positions 
or the boats, and Barnes bridge was reached hy Cambridge in 1ft min. 
SO sec., good time all things considered, Oxford 11 sec. or 12 sec. behind 
them. Oxford quickened off the White Hurt, and seemed to improve 
tbeir position for half a minute, but Cambridge were quite capable of 
holding their own, and ouickened also at the Brewery, and drew away 
from that point, passing tne poet in 20 min. 2014 sec. as we made it, ana 
20 min. 10 sec. by Benson’s chronograph. The distance by which the 
race was won was variously estimated, and can only be estimated, and 
not absolutely defined by time or distance, for Oxford stopped rowing 
at Uie same instant that Cambridge did. Some set it down as eight 
lengths, some as four. When boats are moving it is difficult to judge 
the gap between them, unless a view in profile can be taken ; but look¬ 
ing at the boats as they lay it *'c&sy" Immediately they hud stopped, we 
should say that, in round numbers, sixty or seventy yards at most sep¬ 
arated them. • The distance was certainly nothing like so long as that of 
a hundred yards’ course, to which the eye is pretty well accustomed; 
still less were there 150 yards (which would be short of eight leugths), 
or even half that distance. A boat's length Is nineteen yards, in round 
numbers. It is a pity that Oxford did not row on to the end, aud so 

S lve a distinct time for record by which the race was won; but we think 
iat most people who are accustomed to judge such distances as 100 
yards in athletics or the twenty-two in cricket, will not mnch disagree 
with our estimate. 


Baonall and Lumsden tor £100 —On April 11th an open boat 
match {or £ r><1 a side between Robert Bagnall. of the Ousebnrn. and 
Wm. Lumsdon, of Blyth, was decided on the Tyne, from the nigh 
Level-bridge to the Redheugh bridge, a distance of half a mile, and re¬ 
sulted lu the victory of Lumsden. There was a lot of fiddling at the 
start bat at the sixth attempt they commenced on level terms. Bag¬ 
nall was the cooler at the beginning, and In the first three strokes 
dashed about a third of a length in front, but Lumsden at once settled 
down to a tremendous burst of speed, aud shooting up level, the pair 
spurted In grand style up to the Mansion House. Lumsden then was a 
little awkward, and Bagnall for a moment again got the nose of his boat 
in front, bat it was only for a moment, as the Blythe sculler again 
closed on him, and they raced together to Davidson's Mill. 
Then, however. Lnmsden came with his finest effort, and 
working np to forty-four strokes a minute, In a sec¬ 
ond shot past his opponent and took half a length lead, amidst the 
cheers of nis supporters. Steering much the better course he rapidly 
Improved his advantage, and passed the Skinner Bnrn a length iu 
front. Bagnall then looked round to see where he had his man, 
bat before he coaid remedy the state of affairs he began to hang out 
signals of distress, and Lumsden, keeping a beautiful course, drew 
further ahead, and half-way up the Grindstone Quay led by a couple of 
lengths. The Blyth man then began also to feel the effects of his ex¬ 
ertions. and Bagnall gained upon him until within a couple of hundred 
yards of the finish; but Lumsden rowed with unflinching gameness to 
the cud. and won bv a length and six feet, amidst nulte a demonstra¬ 
tion; time, 4mln. Both men were mnch distressed after finishing, but 
of the two Lumsden bad decidedly more go in him at the end of the 
journey than Bagnall had. 

The same evening tbe men met at Taylor's bouse and pnt £5 to bind 
a match for a £100 over the long course within three weeks.

The Graeco-Roman wrestling match between Andre Chrlslol and — 
Hevgster took place at the New Chicago Theatre ou Tuesday, April 
25th. At *27 minutes to nine, both men appeared. The contrast between 
them was striking, Christol weighing 146 pound* to Heygster'e ‘28ft, 
but in lieighth there was not much difference, as the German stands 
about ft ft. 7 inches. Heygster is called the “Oak of tbe Rhine," and 
this cognomen brought to mind that great contest of olden days when 
Milo, falling to find any other antagonist, grappled a stalwart oak. In 
the first burst of hie fervid power be ront the mighty trunk, but flag¬ 
ging. was elapsed between the riven portions ana perished. Thus it 
fared with tbe Christol. He attacked his mighty antagonist 
with skill and perseverance, trying several of his favorite 
attacks only to be foiled by the girth of his opponent around whose 
waist he would hut Just lock his finger tips. Thus foiled, he tried trick 
after trick in rapid succession, ou one occasion fairly heaving his man 
over his back, only to fall himself by the momentum acquired in the 
heave. Escaping from this danger by wondrous agility, he again threw 
tbe "Oak" hy a sort of combined head-lock and cross-buttock, on to bis 
side. Heygster turned on to his stomach, and Christol getting a head- 
lock, turned him over clean on to his back. Time. 11:00. After a rest 
of 15 minutes, they came together for a second round. It woe much as 
the first, Christol always attacking; occasionally Heygster acted on the 
offense, and threw Christol on to his back, but he, ny bridging, and 
the most marvellous display of wriggling, invariably escaped the dan 
ger. At last Christol tried the head and cross-buttock trick of the pre¬ 
vious round, hut slipping his hold on account of the moist condition of 
his opponent's akin, Heygster grappled him round the waist, and 
dropped him upon his back, the huge Teuton at the same time dropping 
forward on to his knees, and smothering out further resistance from his 
writhing antagonist. After 20 minutes rest, thov closed again at »:30. 
The same tricks were adopted os in tne lost round, but 
Christol was evidently tiring under his efforts to lift bodily 
his huge foe, who “sagged"* his whole weight down 

whenever an attempt was made to hoist him. In this round the same 
agility was shown bv Christol in escaping from imminent peril. Some¬ 
times he wriggled right through the German's grasp and got the upper 
hand, but failed to turn him over. After one of these attempts, Heyg¬ 
ster head-locked him, and throwing him over fell backwards on him, 
literallycrushlng him flat by the power of his weight. Time, 15 min¬ 
utes. The German is no mean antagonist, but in skill Is not equal to 
Christol His weight, however, was too mnch for Christol to contend 
against.

Influence During (Gestation. 

BY ARNOLD BURdB". 

We cannot Impress too strongly upon our readers the necessity for 
exercising the greatest violence In guarding nreguaut bitches from nil 
Circumstances or association'* which can an evil itilluence 

Upou the expected progeny. The extent to which Influences from ex 
tenia! sources maybe carried, cannot be estimated or determined by 
any rule. Some animals are more susceptible than others, nud again, 
the same animal under certain physical condition** will be affected by 
that which will have no power lit another time. So vailed and irregular 
are the manifestations of this strange law of Nature, that Its very exist¬ 
ence is denied by superficial observers, and the defects of the young 
when boru are ascribed to impure blood, or any other than the right 
caii*e. There is. however, uo doubt that such a law exists. Scientific 
ineu all over the world have long recognized the fact that 
pregnant females are very susceptible — fear, sorrow or happiness 
misfortune, aud even companionship, have been proved powerful in 
their workings for good or evil. That which controls the higher orders 
will naturally control the lower, unless it Is conceded that the keener 
sensibilities of the flrer render the possessors more liable to itnprea 
tdons. As we have said, the degree of influence cannot he ascertained, 
and It Is very reasonable that a greater effect may be produced on «»ne 
than anotber’imilvidual. but stock breeders have too frequently noticed 
strange variations from the ordinary rule to admit of any question that 
there Is some power which, when called Into action, produces definite 
results. 

The influence of first Impressions Uadmitted, and hasbeeu repeatedly 
proved by the marks of aflrst progeuy being exhibited by later offspring, 
derived from a sire of totally different bl»>od and appearnnee. The moat 
extensive and experienced dog breeders of England base many of their 
most successful experiments upou this principle We believe, also, 
that the reasonable expectations of floe produce are often defeated by 
the careless exposure of a hitch to had Influences. Hunting a pregnuut 
hitch will unquestionably induce her whelps to develop the skirting 
Instinct at an early age. All that tends lo quicken her susceptibilities 
and uct through them upon the embryo. La therefore of benefit to the 
owner. But this is not enongb. She must also be kent free from coun¬ 
teracting power*. She should never he severely punished or frightened, 
lest the p-iin and fear be transmitted and manifested in the whelps, by 
distorted * odles or cowardly dispositions. If kept in company, her as 
sociates should be dogs whose behavior and appearance It l» desired the 
whelps shall resemble. Example is n powerfal monitor, and acts ns 
strongly upon imitative animals as apon children, while In the former 
Ottse suUseflUent reason cannot he brought to hear to erradicate the evil, 
and the wrong once done bear* a lasting impression apon the character 
or form of the subjects. 

Lest we he accused of exaggerating facts and carrying onr theories 
beyond the bonnds of reason, we will cite a few cases in supporting onr 
position. Some year* since there was exhibited in Englnua a calf with 
a perfect dog's head. The entire skull formation and general appear 
anee of the face was canine. No explanation of this strange fre-tk of 
nature could be found, till It was ascertained that a very savage bull¬ 
dog was kept constantly chained In front of the stall where the preg¬ 
nant cow stood, and that the efforts which this hrnte made to get at her 
caused her great fear. A pure bred mare, owned by an Euglish gentle¬ 
man, while in foal to a thorough-bred horse, conceived a great affection 
for a Jack which pastured In a paddock adjoining her own. An Im¬ 
passable fence separated the two, yet the foal bore the 
marks of ita mother's fancy In the elongated ears and 
rope-llke tall of the ass. Onr own experience has given ns two 
marked cases where bitches have I nil no need Ibeir whelps through their 
emotions. A very hlgh-couraged pointer with whelp by a dog which, 
both in person and by descent, was anything but timid, hnd a hunch of 
ftre-cracxer* fastened to her tail by a boy; the explosion and burn 
frightened her so that she became utterly worthless, and would run at 
the sight of a gun. Every one of the litter proved incurably gun-shy. 
and though she was bred three times she never prodneed a good whelp. 
The other instance wns related to us by an Irish gentleman of character 
and veracitv. His family had owned for many years a strain of setter*, 
marked uniformly red. with white frill and star on forehead. While 
being with pop. one of his best bitches was kenneled with a black and 
white bitch, with which she played and slept. Out of the Utter all bnt 
one was red and white in large patches, and the exception was black 
and white. 

It may be said that such cases are exceptional, and that the majority 
of whelps are not thus marked. This Is fortunately true, but we would 
ask Is It not possible, though such great variation Is seldom seen, that 
the failnre of many whelps to equal their parents in quality, is due to 
some bad Influence strong enough to destroy the character, though not 
Impress Itself visibly upon the external form? We leave the matter for 
the consideration of onr readers, simply reminding thorn that '‘an ounce 
of prevention Is worth a pound of cure." 

Diseases of Dogs. 

BT W. HUNTINO, K. R. C. T. 0., DELIVERED AT THB DOG INSTITUTE, 
LONDON, ENGLAND. 

DISTEMPER. 

FART VT. 

In his lectnre on this subject at the Dog Institute, Mr. Hunting said: 
There la probably no disease of dogs so widely misunderstood as this, 
and so frequently fatdl. not from its natural severity, hut as the result 
of erroneous treatment. The word distemper Is made to include many 
disorders of entirely different nature*, some of which are trivial ana 
some almost incurable. Treatment Is too often carried out with a vague 
Idea that the drug* employed have a specific action, and are able to cat 
abort or drive oat the disorder In a few days. It would require more 
time to point oat all the fallacies and falsehoods which are promulgated 
and adopted concerning tbls disease than we can afford to devote to a 
systematic consideration of It. I must, therefore, leave you to discard 
all notions which are not compatible with what I believe to be the true 
nature of the malady, and the indications of treatment suggested by 
Its pathology. 

History.— Previous to the year 1768. no veterinary or sporting writer 
described distemper as existing In this country; but in that year It was 
noticed both here and In France. It was recognized as a new disease, and 
each country blamed the other for having communicated it. The dis¬ 
ease had. however, been seen In Spain three years before tbls date, and 
doubtless spread from there to the other countries. Spain In those days 
had targe dealings with Sonth America, and it is remarkable that on 
that continent distemper had been known for some time time previous, 
where, under the name of " pesie," it was observed by Ulloa, who was 
the first to mention It. A fuller description of its history and dlstribu 
tion may be found in Fleming's ” Veterinary Sanitary Science.” It is 
Important for us to bear in mind tha^the disease was Imported here, 
ana that It did not arise spontaneously. 

Xature ~ Dlstemrwr Is easentiallv a specific canine fever depending 
upon ii poison in tiie blood, and characterised by local catarrhal symp 


toms. It belongs to the same class of diseases as the measles of the 
human subject, and tbe foot-and-mouth disease of farm stock. All 
specific fever* are accompanied by a local complication. Some have an 
eruption on the skin, as meaalee; some have an affection of the mouth 
or feet, a« the foot-aod-mouth disease; whilst others are accompanied 
by affections of tbe bowels, as the cattle plague, and as typhoid In insn. 
lu distemper the local complication accompanying tbe general fever Is 
an inflammation of the membrane of the nose and eyes -a catarrh—and 
thu« we call distempers catarrhal fever. The catarrh Is not due to 
cold, but is simply a symptom of the general disturbance of the body, 
and la not to be looked upon as the chief part of the disease. It Is 
always present, but It Is always subservient to tbe fever; and both are 
merely sign* of the presence lu the blood of a specific poison. In some 
diseases the fever Is most marked, and the local symptoms bot slight; 
In other* the fever Is slight, aud the local mischief most prominent, as 
iu foot-and-mouth disease. In distemper the fever Is seldom severe or 
of long duration; the local catarrh Is usually mild, but, as in measles of 
mao, we find a great teudency to the productlou of other complications 
hy oxposlug the patient to certain exciting causes whilst too poison 
still remains In tbe system. 

Cause.—I am now about to state an opinion wblcb is opposed to 
uearlv all our authorities on the diseases of dogs, bnt I will give ray 
reasons for it, and you cau then draw your own conclusions, ft Is al¬ 
leged that distemper may arise as the result of cold, over-work, bad 
f«*edlng. Ill-ventilated kcnuels. etc., and it Is also said that dogs have a 
constitutional predisposition to It. Now, 1 deny all this, and assert that 
no cause over induces distemper except one—I. 0., contagion. I found 
this belief on the following facts: That many dogs never have distem¬ 
per at all. That oue attack Is very rarely followed by another which Is 
the opposite to what would obtain If cold could induce it. That many 
case* of distemper arise in dog* not exposed to any of the alleged 
causes. That we know the disease 1* contagions, and therefore that 
in the Infected dog there mast be a specific poison. That no specific 
poison can arise spontaneously. That the disease was Imported In 1768. 
That no appreciable cause in that year acted npon dogs, except the in¬ 
troduction of a diseased oue. That previous to 1763 dogs were exposed 
to all the alleged causes, and yet never showed a slgu of distemper. 
These fire facts, and I submit that they are nlterly incompatible with 
the Idea that distemper can arise spontaneously. On tbe other hand, 
they all agree with the opinion that distemper always rises from con¬ 
tagion. I quite allow that It Is Impossible to trace the method of ora- 
munlcatlon in many cases, but we rnnst remember that the virus may 
be carried hy meu on boots aud clothes, by the litter, or even by other 
dog* not themselves affected. Small-pox never can arise spontaneous¬ 
ly, but there are cases in which it is impossible to trace the method of 
communication. I snhmit, however, that this Is not necessary to my 
case. When a new opera comes om In London, and a week after oue of 
Its most striking airs Is heard whistled In a distant village, no one 
won Id suggest that the whistler composed it. It Is not necessary to 
trace its “method of communication” to safely assert that it “spread 
by contagion only.” I say the same holds good with all diseases of the 
type of distemper. Let me then repeat that the disease is generated 
solely by the transmission of a specific poison from a diseased dog to 
the system of a healthy one. Thi* poison saturates the discharges from 
the eves and nose of an affected dog. aud may retain Its vitality for at 
least ten days, or for au Indefinite time If preserved in a dry state. It 
may be left upon wulls and benches, on chains aud collars, or in railway 
trucks and van*, so that Its transmission Is a very easy matter. 

Symptom*. The signs of di-temper vary a little in the order of se¬ 
quence and in their proport innate severity. There is first dullness and 
sometimes loss of appetite aud shivering, with a disinclination to move, 
aud a desire for warmth. The nose becomes hot and dry. the eyes 
bloodshot, and there is either a sneezing or a dry husky cough. Next 
we notice a thin watery discharge from the eyes and nose, and in¬ 
creased sensitiveness to light. The respirations and pulse are quickened 
and the bowel* are usually constipated. As the disease advances the 
cough becomes softer, the discharge from the eye* and nose becomes 
thick aud purulent, frequently gluing the lids together, nud collecting 
in hard crust* upon the nose. Sometime* the Inflammation of the eyes 
is very great, the globes becoming clouded, and occasionally invaded by 
small round depressions or nicer* In tbe center id the colored portion. 
Accomponyiug the*e symptoms there Is a rapid and marked loss of 
strength and condition.’ We may In addition to this have an eruption 
on the hellv and inner surface of thigh*; we may have diarrhiea or con¬ 
vulsions; but these are not essential symptoms of distemper. We have* 
described an uncomplicated case which may of Itself prove fatal, but 
which usually recover* with a littl* care In from two to three weeks. 

Distemper Is frequently spoken of as a protean disease, appearing In 
many different forms and characterised by great diversity of symptoms. 
This i* not strictly correct; there is always a well-defined train of sym 
ptom*. andAhese are only altered or added to by intern tl peculiarities 
of the anhnM, or more frequently by purely external cause*. As in all 
other febrile affections, so In distemper mav improper treatment or in¬ 
herent weakness of some special organ give rise to further compli¬ 
cations Exposure to cold mav Inflame a lnng, indigestible food may 
produce dlarlopo. The Irritation of Intestinal worms or the natural 
changes of teethlug may cause fits, and all debilitating Influences cer¬ 
tainly Increase the severity of the attack. These, however, are not 
symptoms of distemper: when they accompany It they do not constitute 
a different form or variety of the disease, bnt are simply accidental ag¬ 
gravations. There 1*. of coarse, an extra liability to them, and we 
ought to anticipate their possible appearance, bnt we must not accept 
them as essential parts. Distemper is always a definite catarrhal fever.

Breaking. 

BT C. ». WHITFORD.—PUPPIES- 

At present it is proposed to treat of those dogs that are well bred and 
have been well cared for while young, so that when they come in the 
hands of the trainer they can be free from all trlr.ka that arise from 
different causes while young. 

All peculiarities that need a different mode of training to overcome, 
and a few fancy points that do not properly belong lo this elites, will 
receive separate attention hereafter. While the puppies are still with 
their dam. it Is well to get them accustomed to the report of a gun, as 
a great deal of trouble is saved hereafter. Do not place 
yourself In a position tob* seen by the pups when you fire, aa this would 
surely alarm them, but commence at a distance from the kennel, and 
let the charges at first b u light. After repeating this a number of times 
It would be well lo place yourself In a position where yon could see 
how they take It. while an assistant fires the gun. If they are alarmed, 
do not go to them and pet them, but walk deliberately away and leave 
them to work out their own salvation. Follow this nntil you can stand 
In sight, and close to them either snap a cap or discharge a light load 
without frightening them, which can r>c done with the best effect when 
fe«dlng. By persuing this plan persistently you will "non have your 
puppies so they will come from tneir kennel for their feed upon hearing 
the report of a gun. Should any of them continue to show sign* of f»*ar 
It Is best to avoid petting them In connection with the report of the 
gun. but at other time* bestow as much attention to them as possible, 
that their confidence in you may Increase. There would be no objec¬ 
tion to holding one while an assistant discharged a gun at a distance, 
bnt It should ne held nntil its fears are quieted; do everything to turn 
its attcutlou In another direction, bnt avoid petting. If this doe* not 
core It give it a "hole In the water.” or follow the directions which will 
be laid dowu In another chapter. After the pnp Is three 
or four months old you may commence hi* education, 
but what Is done at this early day should be done with a 
great deal of care; uo attempt should be made to force any particular 
point you may be teaching him, bnt you should rather make It a pastime, 
directing all your attention to preparing him for the education he 
Is to receive after he is a little older. There is a popular Idea that a pup 
should be confined, regularly fed by one person, never allowed In the 
house, or out In the street near other dog*, nor In fact have any liberties 
whatever, for fear he will contract some habit* that will take his trainer 
a whole season to eradicate. Such Ideas are eroueous. A pup brought 
up In the street, and who has had Us own way always. Is much easier to 
train than one that has been confined in a back yard, as the one from 
having seen all the sight* that alarm young dogs, and having become ac¬ 
customed to them, has plenty of common sense and Intelligence, and 
courage, and Is brim fall of confidence, without which you caunot ex- 

B ct to successfully train a dog. The other Is likely to point pigs a* noon as 
keo out. will stare at cow*, or walk de!ll»*rately op to a horse and take 
hold of bis tall, or do any other foolish thing, which In uol a few In¬ 
stance" has caused such dog«* their death. A dog like this will give a 
great deal of trouble by his persistent de*lre to kill chickens, 
and If yon punish him sufficiently to care bis ardent desire In this direc¬ 
tion, you can expect him lo blink the first game he attemus to point. 

At the sight of a train of care be goe* nearly craiy, and everthlng a ao 
strange to him that be Is wholly on fit for breaking. Nothing should be 
dooe in the way of breaking *uch a dog till his coufldence I*brought up 
to a proper pitch, and lie I* used to all the*e stnt"ge sight*. If a pop ha* 
been carefully handled up to six mouths of age, has plenty of confidence 
and Is a little timid, you have » ram animal on which to practice. A 
dog is gem rally admired for hi* courage, when in f*ct courage is not 
the reanlslte accomplishment: *rlf reliance It l« that makes him value 
able. This iu*y be considered the same thing a* courage, yet there Is a 
difference. Though self reliance may mm-irate from conrwe, and a 
high-couraged dog will have more of H naturally than a timid ooe. jot 
a dog may nave plenty of eourge and no confidence* while a timid dog 
may >m: brim fail of confidence, which la all you want lo establish In 
your timid dog, lo make him the finer performer.

Keunel Queries. 

C. V.. Detroit. What are the flret symptoms of distemper, and the 
proper remedy? Ans.—Dullness, loss of appetite, with sometimes a 
slight cough and watery eyes—later. Increased cough, chilliness, rapid 
loss of flesh and thick watery dl-charge from the eyes and nose. In the 
early stages a small dose of opening medicine and a mild emetic are 
often HOtficlunt to check the disorder. Where It has become established 
these remedies are of little use. and the case must be treated according 
to Its symptoms, there being no specific or geneml rule that will apply 
to all cases. Tbe diet moat be carefully looked to. All meat denied, 
and only boiled rice with weak broth or bread and milk given. The 
water should be constantly changed, and the bed warm and dry, but 
not. too abnndaot; should be changed every few day*. Distemper Is 
very similar to typhoid fever In man. and should be treated in the same 
way, hence any good physician Is competent to prescribe In case ordi¬ 
nary remedies fail, nud the symptoms becomes aggravated. 

T. F., Buffalo. My dog has been kept too fat of late, being 
fed from the table, and principally upon meat. Lately I have 
noticed him scratching considerably, aud upon examination 
find that he has a number of plmplea or small pustules upon his belly 
and the inside of bis thighs, also In spots npon his back; the hair has 
come off In one or two places. Some of ray friends sav »hla Is mange* 
bat as the dog has not been exposed to the disease, I doubt the correct¬ 
ness of this oplulou aud desire your advice upon It. Ans.—The troubla 
Is probably snrfelt. a common disease where dogs are allowed to be¬ 
come gross from over feeding. Wash the dog thoroughly with warm 
water and carbolic soap, the kind used for animals, rubbing him till a 
thick lather Is formed, then rinse him off and dry carefully. Repeat 
this at Intervals of two or three days, and at the same time change hla 
diet from meat to bread aud milk, with some vegetables. If this dooa 
not work a cure let us hear from you again with fall symptoms. 

G. 8., Cleveland I have a young dog that Is working wall except 
that l cannot make him charge if he sees a bird fall. He points 
staunchly and charges well (f a bird Is not killed, bat If one falls 
where be can see It. ne Immediately bolt* off to retrieve. What shall I 
do to correct this fault? Ans. —Get a sraall. stout line of about ten 
yards long with a snap hook at ooe end. When the dog points slip the 
nook Into the riug on his collar, and bolding the other end of the cord 
In your hand, put up and kill your bird. Let the dog break shot and 
go till he comes to the end or the cord; then sharply ordering him to 
charge give the cord a strong enough jerk to throw the dog In bis tracks 
Let him lie for an instant if ne will, and then pull him In-roughly to the 
place where he should have charged, where make him drop, and rate him 
soandiy, keeping him down for some momenta. A few lessons If made 
Impressive will do the work. 

J. P.. Albany.—My dog haa bad canker of the ear for some trme, in 
spite of all the remedies ! can use. His constant shaking of the head 
has Induced considerable soreness on the edge of the ear, which la 
much Inflamed and bot. The dog evidently suffers greatly, as he Is all 
the time scratching the ear or lvlng with that aide of the head down. 
How can I cure him? Aus.—Clip the hair away from the aore edge of 
the ear till the skin is exposed; fold over the edge a small square of 
common sticking plaster. Anything will do that prevent* his breaking 
up the scab on t>o sores. Pour Into tbe oarabont a teaspoonfal of the 
best alcohol, gently moulding the ear so that the alcohol may penetrate 
all lh‘- cavities. Repeat this three times a day ao long aa the least 
trouble or eveu redness of the ear remains. 

C. O. U., Auburn. How can I make a tender-mouthed retriever of a 
dog which Is naturally Inclined to be hard with his birds? Ana —This 
is a difficult matter, and seldom thoroughly accomplished. The fanlt 
comes from bad management In the early lessons. A good course of 
procedure is to make the dog bring empty egg-shells, checking him 
while he has them In his mouth, and punishing him If he breaks one. 
Only be sure the dog understand* for what be is punished. Next take 
n bird and run wires throngh It, so that the ends will lie Just ander the 
feathers, and prick the dog's month if ho shut* down tightly npon the 
. bird. Make him bring thi* till he 1* easy and careful, then pul him 
regularly to work and watch him each time he brings till satisfied the 
fault is really corrected. This will cure him If anything will, provided 
it la persisted in. 

K. F. A., Lexington. I have a bitch which recently destroyed her Ut¬ 
ter of five whelps then about a week old- Will she be likely to repeat 
the performance? Ans—Much unnatural acta havo generally some 
special cattfe. Lack of water or proper food, prodflclng au abnormal 
condition have been known to tndnee them. If ordinary care is taken 
to administer to tbe bltche'e want* there Is no reason yon should have 
any trouble hereafter. 

W. G. E , Boston —My dog is badly ont of condition. His breath Is 
offensive, coat rough, appetite large, yet he keeps thin. Hon been in 
this shape some two months. What is the matter with him? Ana.— 
Probably worm*. Get from a druggist an areca nut and grate this 
coarsely. Mix two drachms for every pound the dog weighs with lard 
and give this at night upon an empty stomach. Twelve hoars after 

S * vo a dose of sails. Repeat the treat mout at intervala of a week until 
e dog recover*. j 

Preston. Aurora.- How i* the dog. known as the retriever in Kng- 
laud. bred? An*.-From various crosses, perhaps the most common 
being the erne* of the small New Foundlana and setter. Soma of the 
most celebrated retriever* have sprung from thia. 

I Derm Atalerr, Titusville.—Can setter* and poloter* be taught to 
hunt deer so ae to be useful In *talklng? An*.—Tee. We know of gen¬ 
tlemen living In sections where dear are sbendaBl wfcoas dogs will fol¬ 
low a trail and point If they come upon a dour tying down. It la all a 
matter of training.

PAPER V. 

SHOUTING. 

Bat the unfrequency of an accident from any particular 
cause should not make the shooter less careful to guard 
against its occurrence, because, “what has once happend 
may again occur." 

I may heie repeat the trite, but highly important caution¬ 
ary observation, that in the best of hands guns are danger¬ 
ous articles, and should be handled with the greatest circum¬ 
spection and care. It is not prudent for more than two to 
shoot in company, and wheu the party is larger the better 
plan is to divide, and to shoot by couples in different direc¬ 
tions. When two are shooting in company, it should 
always be understood that a bird rising and flying to the 
right is to be shot by the right hand shooter, and by the left 
hand man when the bird flics in that direction. This prac¬ 
tice will prevent the occurrence of drawn shots, or any un¬ 
pleasant feelings betweeen the parties. What is to be said 
on the subject of the fowling-piece itself, powder, shot 
wadding, etc., will be given under their respective titles ’ 
On arriving at the field the shooter should be the first to 
enter—his dogs following, and on no account should he per- 
mit them to go out of one field into another until he is 
prepared to follow. If he find them disposed to break fence 
he should call out ware (pronounced war) fence, and not al¬ 
low them to leave the field until he comes up. He should 
not, if circumstances will permit, go straight through a field 
unless he expects to find no game in it, but he Hhould walk 
In a zigzag direction, at the same lime giving his dogs the 
wtnd as much as possible; that is, hunting them against and 
across the wind. Birds very frequently, when running 
go down the wind, and if the dog foots them, on his coming 
close upon them, they will generally flush; when, therefore 
the shooter finds his dog to be trailing, unless he be an ex¬ 
tremely cautious animal, he should call to him hold up and 
hunt him to the windward of the direction in which the 
birds are supposed to be running. When the dog is close 
upon game, which will be easily discovered by his actions 
the shooter should caution him to take heel, to prevent his 
flushing them, which frequently happens with careless dogs 
When there is reason to believe that there may be game in 
the field or cover, the shooter should not be satisfied with 
traversing but once, let his dogs be ever so good;—on some 
days the cent will not lay, and on others the birds will lie so 
close as not to be easily found by the dog. 

Johnson in his very excellent treatise says: “Suppose the 
young shooter in the field with two dogs; he perceives one 
drawing on the scent and setting to a point—let him call out 
to hoi holding up his hand at the same time; the word will 
induce greater care in the firet dog, and if the other should 
not be aware of the game, he will immediately look about 
him, and seeing his master’s hand, will keep hiB position (no 
matter what his situation may be, either before or behind 
the shooter), or to speak as sportsmen, will back. I will 
suppose both the dogB perfectly steady; let the sportsman 
advance deliberately up to the setting dog, and if the game 
should not spring, let him go before the dog; if the birds 
should run instead of taking the wing, he will be aware of 
the circumstance by the dog following; but should the dog 
follow or foot too eagerly, he should be checked by the 
words, take heed! These are anxious moments, but the 
sportsman must, nevertheless, summon all his fortitude, and 
continue as calm as possible, with his thumb on the cock 
when the game springs, pull up the cock, select au individ¬ 
ual object; if the bird fly straight forward, it is a very easy 
shot. Let the sportsman direct his eye down the barrel, 
and the instant he perceives the bird on a line with the muz¬ 
zle, pull the trigger; in levelling, however, the aim should 
be directed rather above than below the object; for the shot, 
If correctly thrown, will form its center from the center of 
the muzzle of the fowling-piece; nevertheless, in this re¬ 
spect, allowance mast be made for the trim of the gun, or 
for the manner In which It throws shot; with which I am sup¬ 
posing the sportsman perfectly well acquainted." 

Many other remarks and directions might have been 
given, but I cannot conceive they would have any other 
tendency than to increase the size of this boolt, and to con¬ 
fuse the recollection of the reader. It will happen with 
some persons that although these instructions may be by 
them rigidly obeyed, neverthelesa, they can never become 
good shots for this simple reason; that nature never intended 
they should bo. It will also sometimes happen, that the 
best shots on particular occasions, may make bad shooting, 
without being able to account for the cause; when this oc- 
enra, I would recommend the shooter to stop shooting and 
to take his seat by the aide of a bank, oral the foot of a tree, 
and then, by completely abstracting his mind from the ob¬ 
ject of pursuit, in a short time get the better of his evil ge¬ 
nius. If he can find nothing better (as books are out of the 
question), let him be diverted by counting once or twice the 
number of pellets contained in his shot charger. This pro¬ 
tect I have tried under similar circumstances, and with uni¬ 
form suocese.

Targeting Match. 

Newark, N. J., April 17,1878. 

Editor Cuicaoo Field:—I n nearly all matters that come 
before the sporting world there is always two sides, and, sb 
a sequence, the “ chin music ” pro and con gets to be very 
lively on some occasions. The matter I propose to lay be¬ 
fore your readers is this: 

Home "gun and dog” friends of ours have spent weeks in 
trying to settle "with talk” the following: Whether a flret- 
class choke-bore gun would not shoot better than the same 
quality of gun without choke and loaded with the “Kay 
Bhot Cartridge Concentrator*" To settle bo momentouB a 
question, deeds were required, not words. The result was, 
that a day was fixed—April 13th—on which a full and fair 
trial should be had lo nettle this vexed question. 

The advocates of the choke-bore system procured through 
the eminent importing house of Mr. Squires, Cortlandt 
street, New York, a very elegant twelve-gauge Greener 
choke-bore gun with all modem improvements. The par¬ 
ties on the other side managed to get a very fine gun of 
Tolley’s make, twelve-guage, a plain cylinder and free from 
choke, but weighing one pound les than the Greener choke- 
bore—quite a concession in favor of the last-named gun. 
The guns being ready, cartridges were prepared by a disin¬ 
terested party for the requirements of each gun. The 
Greener choke-bore shells were loaded with three and one- 
quarter drams of Dupont's No. 1 powder and one and one- 
quarter ounces of shot. The shells for the Tolley gun were 
loaded with three and one-quarter drams Dupont's No. 1 
powder, with a “ Kay Shot Cartridge Concentrator,’’ con¬ 
taining one and one-sixteenth ounces of shot in each one. 

Adjourning to an open field outside the city limits, the 
distance (forty yards) was measured off, stakes driven, tar¬ 
get-frame set up, with plenty of thirty-inch targets to put 
on it. Everything being ready the shooting began. 

It may be interesting for some of your readers to know 
the incidents that occurred during the Bhooting, as well as a 
detail of the shots, so it may be in order for your corres¬ 
pondent to say that the Greener choke-bore fouled rapidly, 
and did not shoot so well as some of Its friends anticipated, 
and according to the voluntary remarks of the gentleman 
who handled It. he was obliged to hold the gun to the left 
of the bull's-eye some fifteen inches In order to make uny 
kind of a target, and instead of alternating the shots equally 
between the right and left-hand barrels, he used the right- 
hand barrel in preference, ufter wiping it out, whilst the 
Tolley gun went right along, shooting from both barrels 
equally, doing its work in good shape and requiring no 
apologies. 

In the first shot of the fourth series, the sixteenth shot, 
the gentleman shooting the Tolley gun became careless and 
made a very bad target, which cost his gun that score. This 
was done by neglecting to hold the gun directly on the 
bull’s-eye. 

Altogether the Bhooting was good, and as far as the par¬ 
ties here are concerned, decided the question as to choke- 
bores vi. Kay Shot Cartridge Concentrators very decidedly 
in favor of the latter. Below find statement in detail of 
every shot, with averages and penetration:

An Act for the Preservation of Game, Animals and 
Birds in the State of Mississippi. 

Section 1. Be it enacted bp the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, That it shall be unlawful in any place in this 
Stale to catch, kill or injure, or pursue with such intent, 
any wild buck, deer, doe or fawn, between the fifteenth 
day of May and the fifteenth day of September; and it shall 
be unlawful to catch, kill or injure, or pursue with such 
intent, any wild turkey, between the first day of May and 
the fifteenth day of September; and it shall be unlawful to 
catch, kill or injure, or pursue with such intCDt, any quail, 
sometimes called partridge, between the first day of April 
and the fifteenth day of September; and it shall bo also un¬ 
lawful to catch, kill or injure, or pursue with such intent, 
any turtle-dove, sometimes called mourning dove, or any 
starling, commonly known as field-lark, between the first 
day of April and the fifteenth day of September; and It shall 
be unlawful at any and all seasons to catch, kill or injure, 
or pursue with such intent, the mocking bird, cat bird, or 
thrush. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That no person shall de¬ 
stroy or rob the nests of any wild bird whatever, excepting 
crows, blackbirds, bluo Jays, hawks, owls, and other birds 
of prey. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That it shall be unlawful 
for any person to purchase, have in his possession, or ex¬ 
pose for sale, any of the birds of game, mentioned in sec¬ 
tion one of this act. during the season when tho catching, 
killing or injuring the same is prohibited. 


Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That it shall be unlawful 
for any railroad company, express company, or other com¬ 
pany, steamboat, or earner, or private individual to have in 
possession or receive for transportation or carriage, or for 
any other purpose whatever, any of the birds or game men¬ 
tioned in section one of this act, during the season when the 
catching, killing, or injuring the same is hereby prohibited. 

Sec. o. Be it further enacted, That any person or persons 
violating the provisions of this act, by killing, selling or of¬ 
fering for sale, or having in possession any of the turds or 
game mentioned in this act, during the season hereby pro¬ 
hibited, or any fresh venison, during the Beason mentioned 
io section one, shall for each of the birds, and each head of 
game, and each piece of fresh venison so killed, Bold or ex¬ 
posed for sale, or had in possession, on conviction thereof, 
forfeit and pay a fine of not less than three or more than ten 
dollars for each bird, and not less than ten or more than 
twenty dollars for each buck, deer, doe, or fawn or 
piece of fresh venison, and three dollars for each nest of 
eggs destroyed as aforesaid, together with costs of prosecu¬ 
tion. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That any violation of the 
provisions of this act may be .prosecuted before any justice 
of the peace, or any other officer or court having jurisdic¬ 
tion of misdemeanors, and the judgment of such court shall 
be enforced in like manner, as in other .cases of misde¬ 
meanor. 

8ec. 7. Be it further enacted, That upon collection of any 
judgment record for any violation of the provisions of this 
act, one-half of such fine or judgment shall go to the in¬ 
former and the other half shall go to the common school 
fund. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That it is hereby made the 
duty of all sheriffs, constables, market masters, members of 
boards of supervisors and police officers to arrest all persons 
violating, or in the act of violating any of the provisions 
of this act, and take them before a justice of the peace, or 
other officer having jurisdiction to hear and try complaints 
for the violation of the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 9. Beit further enacted, That if any person or per¬ 
sons shall take, catch or kill, or attempt to take, catch or 
kill any of the birds or animals mentioned in this act upon 
the lands or premises of any owner, who has posted the 
same, forbidding such trespass, unless he or they shall first 
have obtained the consent of such owner or owners or other 


person or persons in charge of such land or premises, shall 
be deemed guilty of u misdemeanor, and fined not less than 
ten or more than fifty dollars, to be recovered in the some 
manner, and appropriated as other fines under this act; 

S rovided, That this act shall not apply to anyone shooting 
irds on his place to prevent them from depredating upon 
his vineyard or garden. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, That this shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its passage. 

Approved, March 31, 1876. 


The New Game Law. 


By the amended game law just passed, it is made unlaw¬ 
ful to kill quail or prairie chickens until the 15th of No¬ 
vember, 1877. Wild geese and rabbits are not protected. 
The time of killing ducks is extend from the 1st day of Jan¬ 
uary to the 1st day of April, of each year. The notice system 
is extended to uninclosed lands, provided boundaries are 
defined by setting out posts or otherwise. All technicalities 
are stricken from the form of the notice. Following is the 
text of the new law in full: 

An act to amend an act entitled “An act to protect certain 

bird and game, and to protect land-owners and punish 

trespassing upon improved or enclosed land, and to re¬ 
peal certain statutes therein," passed April 20, 1874. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Ohio, That sections two and five ofjthe above mentioned 
act be so amended as to read as follows: 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any person, at any 
time or in any place to catch, kill or injure, or to pursue 
with such intent, any quail or prairie chicken, until the 
15th of November, 1877; and it shall be unlawful for any 
person, In any place, after the expiration of said time, to 
catch, kill or injure, or to pursue with such intent, any 
quail or Virginia partridge, between the first day of Jan¬ 
uary and the first day of November, inclusive; or any wild 
turkey, between the 15th day of January and the 1st day of 
November, inclusive; or any ruffed grouse or pheasant, or 
blue winged teal, between tbs first day of January and the 
first day of September; or any mallard or wood 
duck, or other wild duck at any time be¬ 
tween the 1st day of April and the 1st day of Sep¬ 
tember; or at any time between the 1st day of January and 
the 4th day of July, to catch, kill or injure, or to pursue 
with such intent, any woodcock; and it shall be unlawful 
for any person, at any time, to catch by snare or trap any 
quail or Virginia partridge; and it snail be unlawful for 
any person, by the aid or use of any swivel or punt gun, or 
any other than a common shoulder gun, or by the aid of 
any push boat or sneak boat, used for carrying such gun, to 
catch, kill or wound, or destroy, or pursue after, with such 
intent, upon any of the waters, bays, rivers, marshes, mud¬ 
flats, or any cover to which wild fowl resort, within the 
State of Ohio, any,wild goose, wild duck or brant. 

Section 5. It shall be unlawful to shoot, kill, or pursue 
with such intent, on the lands of another, any of the birds 
or game protected by this act, after receiving notice to 
leave said land or premises, by the owner, his agent, or any 
person having charge thereof; provided, that unenclosed 
and unimproved lands shall not be entitled to the protection 
of this act, unless the boundaries of said lands shall be so 
defined by the setting of stakes or posts, or water courses 
or ditches, or marking of trees, as to make said lines or 
boundaries apparent and easily traced. The notice may be 
verbal or written; served on the party to be notified, or by 
putting up a board, inscribed with legible characters in 
English, thus, “No shooting or hunting will be allowed on 
these premises," which shall be set up in some conspicuous 
place on the premises, either of which shall be deemed suf¬ 
ficient notice: Provided, that nothing in this section shall 
apply to any person who has express permission from the 
owner, or person in lawful possession of laud, to hunt or 
shoot thereon, until permission is withdrawn. 

Sec. 3. That sections two and five of the above act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 8. This act shall be In force from and after its pas¬ 
sage. 


Ohio Game Laws. —The new game law of Ohio prohibits 
the killing of quail and pinnated grouse before the 16lb of 
November, 1877, and after that period, between the 1st of 
November and the 1st of January in each year.

Then there are 
others who have come here with definite plana; many of 
them, however, the most visionary possible to conceive of, 
and such as only a Centenarian would listen 
to. With both these classes of individuals the 
lobbies of the hotels are full, eagerly waiting to button-hole 
every one who will listen to them. I had three schemes 
disclosed to me by as many individuals, out of either one of 
which I could have made my everlasting fortune; all that 
was needed to embark in cither one was five hundred dol¬ 
lars; but alas! I had not that amount, nor did I know where 
to borrow it, and consequently I had to let three fortunes 
slip through my fingers. I felt with Shakspeare that there 
is a tide in the affairs of men, which if taken at the flood 
leads to fortune. I am convinced that these were my three 
tides, but I had to see them ebb and leave me stranded high 
and dry. I shall always feel how much I lost by not having 
five hundred; but if I lost millions by not having five hund¬ 
red dollars, by being unwilling to invest a V—only a V— 
I lost the opportunity of learning how to get all the lemon- 
odes and eoda tenter in summer and hot ginger Mnga in 
winter the remainder of my life. “Now, you sees dese rings,’ 1 
said my would-be benefactor; “veil, now vot you dinks, eh?” 
“No! I knows you don’t dinks any dings of it. No man can 
dinks any dings of it. I mineself was de man vot invints 
dose rings. Dese rings will get you all dose drinks or 
seegars vot you drinks and smokes, joost so long as you 
lives widout costing you von cent. 1 have nevare in 5 year 
pay von cent for a drink or seegar; and mine friend for five 
dollars I tells you how you vins every times." Not being 
thirsty I let the opportunity slip, and with it another 
fortune, as had I thought of it I could have found lots of 
fellows, always thirsty, who would have paid one hundred 
dollars for the secret, which they could not have got from 
any other person but myself, as my inventive friend pledged 
me his word of honor no one but himself possessed the 
secret, and if he sold it to me he would not to anybody else. 
That the exhibition will be a grand success, I have no 
doubt, as everything is being done to make it so. Philadel¬ 
phians are very proud of this being the cradle in which the 
republican infant, who first saw light one hundred years 
ago, was rocked, and are determined that the now giant of 
giants, shall be, on his Centennial birthday, crowned with 
all the glory and pomp befitting the occasion. It is impos¬ 
sible for any man, in whose heart pulsates the love for hiB 
country, not to become imbued with the patriotic ardor 
which so absorbs these people.

Many will, without doubt, be glad to know that Mr. Bam. P. 
Skinner, formerly of the Palmer House, will be found in 
future at the Globe Hotel, which is a guarantee to all stop¬ 
ping at the Globe, of a hearty welcome and good care. 

The live-stock exhibition, under the energetic manage¬ 
ment of Mr. Landreth, is progressing as well aa could 


possibly be expected. The display of horses will 
be the finest ever witnessed in this or any 
country. The cattle show will be also a fair one; and 
though last not least, the dog Bhow, with the push of Dr. 
Twaddell and Mr. Ohas. Westcott, if the entries increase as 
rapidly in the future as in the past, will eclipse our Chicago 
show as much as that did all previous ones. The entries 
number now over two hundred. It should be remembered 
that there is no charge for entering either horses, cattle or 
dogs. When this reaches the readers of the Chicaoo Field 
I will have been “on to Springfield” to attend the bench 
show there. Mohawk. 


THE NASHVILLE RACE MEETING 

On Tuesday next the Spring Mcetlag of the Blood Horse 
Association of Nashville will begin at that city and con¬ 
tinue without intermission until Saturday. The progamme 
which will be found in full In Its proper department, is well 
furnished with closed stakes and a good diversity of purses. 
On the first day the racing begins with the Young America 
Stake, a sweepstakes for two-year-olds which has fifteen en¬ 
tries at twenty-five dollars each, to which the Association 
adds two hundred dollars. This will be the initial race 
of the youngsters, and as Bonnie Scotland is the sire of eight 
he has a good chance of being credited for the first two- 
year-old event of the year. Two are by Foster, the four- 
mile California winner, King William, out of an Albion 
mare, and Annie C , out of Heliotrope. Glenelg is also rep¬ 
resented by Glen Guile, a well-bred colt, being out of Capi- 
tola, by imp. Albion. The second race is the O’Connor 
Stake, named after Major O’Connor, who donates two hun¬ 
dred and fifty dollars to the winner. Among the entries are 
Grit, who won a three-quarters-of-a-mile race at Nashville 
last Fall, beating Clemmie G. and Melnotte. At Gallatin 
he won the Murphy Stake, one mile in 1:44}, beating Phiebe 
H. and three others. Malmistic, winner of the Howard 
Stake at New Orleans, in which he beat Mediator (carrying 
seven pounds extra), Tecalco, Charlie Rowett and four 
others. Mediator, the winner of the Slocomb Stake at New 
Orleans last year, and at the recent meeting he showed him¬ 
self to be in running order by winning the Pickwick Stake. 
An Association Purse for mile heats closes the first day’s 
programme. On the second day the first race is the Nash¬ 
ville Cup for all ages, for which ten have rendered them¬ 
selves liable for the fifty dollars entrance. Ozark is the 
best public performer of the lot, and we understand has 
been specially prepared for the race. Two purses, one of a 
mile, and the other a mile-and-a-quarter, fill out the bill. 
Tbe Cumberland Stake opens the racing on Wednesday, and 
as the entities closed in 1874, there is quite a number en¬ 
gaged that will not Btart. The most prominent are Media¬ 
tor, Creedmoor, Glasgow, Galanthis (sister to Springbok), 
Malmistic and Plenty. The remainder of the programme of 
the third day, and also that for the entire fourth day, is 
made up of purses. On the last day the Maxwell House 
Stake will be run; it is for three-year-olds, and has thir¬ 
teen entries, including Gift, Malmistic and Phoebe H. A 
mile-and-a-quarter purse follows, and then a consolation 
race, with allowances for beaten horses, winds up the meet¬ 
ing. A greater number of horses are now undergoing prepa- 
tion at Nashville than on any previous occasion; and with 
the addition of the horses from New Orleans, the racing 
promises to be tbe most brilliant ever held on that time-hon¬ 
ored course. President Johnson and Mr. George W. Dar¬ 
den, the well-known Secretary of the Association, may be 
congratulated on the prospective success of their efforts to 
encourage and foster the “sport of kings”. 

THE KENNEL RECISTER. 

As we explained before, the Kennel Register will be pub¬ 
lished by the National Kennel Club, a fact which is quite 
sufficient to satisfy anyone interested in correct pedigrees, 
that it must be the recognized authority, Bince genuine ped¬ 
igrees and not pecuniary consideration is the object. We 
will receive the names of all dogs to be registered, which' 
we will publish in our Kennel Department, and then hand 
them over to the Secretary of the National Kennel Club for 
investigation by the committee to be appointed for the pur¬ 
pose at the meeting in August next, to be afterwards pub¬ 
lished in the register. Blanks with instructions will be fur¬ 
nished on application, for all of which we make no charge. 
Our cotemporary, the Foreit and Stream , claims to have 
opened a kennel register before Mr. Burges’ book was pub¬ 
lished, and quotes from a letter from Messrs. J. B. Ford & 
Co., that said book was not issued until March, whereas 
they announced their register on February 10th. Of 
course, we are bound to accept this statement of ignorance 
of Mr. Burges' book, but we do know that we received per¬ 
sonally of Mr. Howard, of Messrs. J. B. Ford & Co., a syn¬ 
opsis of the contents of said book, in the middle of January, 
that said circulars were distributed at the Chicago show, 
and that on our return to New York, February 6th, where 
we then resided, we found an advance copy of the book 
(with eugravings of dogs only omitted) for reviewing. Now 
either our cotemporary was overlooked »nd did not receive a 
copy, or is mistaken in dates. In this matter we have no other 
object than a desire and determination to have a correct 
register. Rather than not have such a one, it will be better 
not to have any. That the Kennel Club, composed as it is 
of the principal owners and breeders of dogs, is the proper 
body to publish such a book we are satisfied of, and have 
no doubt that the majority of sportsmen will so view the 
matter. 


Hippod HOMING Pkdesthianism.— An associated press 
dispatch, dated Ban Francisco, April 23d, appeared in the 
Chicago daily papers of the following date, to the effect 
that "O’Leary and Schmehl have agreed upon a 800 mile 
walk for $2,000 a side in this city some time in May." 
O’Leary has been in California for some weeks, and re¬ 
cently finished 600 miles In that city, being credited with 
doing the distance under 140 hours. Schmehl started last 
Saturday to meet O'Leary and make up some sort of an ex¬ 
hibition walk, having already had some correspondence 
about it. It is time now that this man Schmehl Bhould be 
shown up in his true light as a pedestrian. His sole per¬ 
formance was at McCormick's Hall, in February last, in 
which he was scored up by his judges so as to be credited 
with having beaten O’Leary’s record. The fraud was so 
patent that beyond our refusal at the time to accept the 
record we deemed it unnecessary to expose the matter any 
further. For some time previous to his walk, and sinco 
that time, Schmehl has been living upon the charity of a 
few friends, and scraped together sufficient funds last week 
to buy an emigrant ticket to San Francisco, there to enter 
into this hippodroming scheme. The idea of his being ad¬ 
vertised to walk againBt O'Leary for such a stake as $2,000, 
is ridiculous to residents of this city, and the parties to it 
would not have dared to attempt such a barefaced 
imposition here. If Schmehl, or any of his friends, desired 
to make a match against O’Leary, they could have been 
accomodated by parties in this city who would be only too 
glad to bet $10,000 to $2,000 against him; and there are 
now in this city two pedestrians who would be very happy 
to make an even match against Schmehl at any distance, 
from one to five hundred miles. In fact, every attempt 
has been made by one of them to get on a match; but, 
knowing the nature of his previous performances, neither 
he nor bis friends would risk one cent in a bona-fide match. 
We regret very much to learn that O’Leary hus resorted to 
making bogus gate-money matches, and unless he wants to 
lose his best friends, those who have placed him in his pres¬ 
ent position in the face of great obstacles, he will at once 
get out of this mode of doing business. He can have a gen¬ 
uine match here in Chicago as soon as he returns, the man 
and money having been ready previous to his going to 
California. 

We will state in this connection, as many inquiries have 
been made, that the absence of O’Leary will in no way in¬ 
terfere with the long-distance championship tournament, 
which begins on May 16, in Chicago. 

Centennial Billiard Tournament.— The following is 
the programme of the tournament which is to be held at 
Horticultural Hall, Broad street, Philadelphia, from May 
15th to 27th, inclusive: The tournament to be open to all 
professionals of acknowledged skill and standing. Should 
there be more than ten entries, the committee reserve the 
right to select that number of contestants from among those 
having the best record. The game will be tbe scientific and 
artistic three-ball carom, 300 points up, with 2f inch balls 
on a 5x10 standard American tnble. The Collender Inter¬ 
national Challenge Cup rules to govern the playing. Each 
player to contest with every other player, the winner of the 
greatest number of games to receive first prize, and the re¬ 
maining prizes to be awarded according to the record of 
each contest in the tournament. The subscription purse of 
$5,000 will be apportioned as follows: First prize, $2,000, 
including the New York Clipper ’« prize of $1,000; second 
prize, $1,200; third prize, $800; fourth prize, $500; fifth 
prize, $300; sixth prize, $200. 

The Dubuque Trottino Meetino— Early in June, tbe 
Agricultural and Mechanical Exhibition of the Northwest, 
will be held at Dubuque, Iowa, and $4,050 will be given as 
premiums for three day’s trotting and running. The full 
programme is advertised in this issue, together with the 
rules governing the entries and the meeting. Tuesday, 
June 6th, is the first day, and on It we have two $500 purses 
for the 3:20 and 2:30 classes, and $200 for a catchweight 
half-mile running race.

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Louisiana Jockey Club.— The full particulars of the 
racing at New Orleans from our special correspondent will 
h,, read with interest. The reports are of the last five days, 
and it would appear that the turf is well patronized by the 
residents of the Crescent City, for the attendance at the 
track was very good. We are glad of this, for without the 
support of the public racing cannot flourish. The second 
day’s sport began with a three-quarters-of-a-mile race, with 
seven starters; and Verdigris, a very good, steady runner, 
upset a hot favorite in Osseo, a half-brother toOlitipa, from 
Captain Cottrill’s stable, who has yet to win his first race. 
The Louisiana Stake which followed had only three Btarters, 
Volcano, Pompey’s Pillar and Nannie F. After running 
the first heat Volcano went lame, and Pompey's Pillar won 
the second and also the third, in which Volcano broke his 
0 ff fore-leg, and put an end to his turf career. A mile 
rsce, each to carry one hundred pounds, finished the day’s 
racing. Seven Btarted, and Kiiburn defeated the third fa¬ 
vorite of the day, Survivor. On Wednesday matters began 
with a mile-and-an-eighth race, and a good one it was, the 
three placed finishing within a length. Harry Hill was 
the winner, and Verdigris, who was heavily supported, 
could not get nearer than third. A three-mile race was a 
gift to Sam Harper, opposed only by such worn-out cam¬ 
paigners as Falmouth und Busy Bee; and the mile-heat race 
was an equally easy win for Captain Hutchinson with Puss 
Broadnax second, and Mollie B. distanced in the second 
heat. Little can be said for the racing of the fourth day, 
which was very meagre in quality; the only feature worth 
mentioning was the appearance of the Mobile 
filly, Ascension, who beat Survivor and Jack Trigg in a 
mile-and-a-half. We should think from this that she might 
have credited Captain Cottrill with the Louisiana Stake if 
she had been pulled out on Tuesday. A hurdle race be¬ 
gan the fifth day’s sport, and Colonel Nelligan repeated his 
victory of the previous Saturday; three out of seven start¬ 
ers came to grief over the hurdles, but nobody was hurt. 
Then came the free handicap, but the allotting of the 
weights must have been made with poor judgment, 
or Killburn would not have been sold against the field of 
three.

Tub English Riels Team.—T he following letter from Hlr Ilonry 
Halford we* received by the Secretary of the National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion: 

Winslow, Leicester, Kug., April S, 1876. 

Dkah Sir—I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 13th 
nit. 1 regret very much the misconception that has existed about tbe 
championship match. I trust that your Board of Directors will quite 
understand that I do not In any way Impute the slightest blame to them 
In the matter, and aa they have been kind enough to detail to me 
throagh you the various step* taken. I trust they will excuse my ex¬ 
plaining (uow thut I have ceased to have any official connection with 
the match) how the misconception has arisen. 

When your Americap team was at Wimbledon we quite under*loud 
that they were authorized to offer a challenge for a match to be shot in 
America between tbe United Btules und Great Britain. 

AfterWards when some members of the team did me the honor to 
visit me here, we first heard of the championship match to be open to 
all countries ; bat we were fully persuaded that the American gentle¬ 
men understood our position, and that invitations would he sent to the 
National Rifle Association In Canada and to the other colonies of Great 
Britain, iuasmucb aa the members of the Canadlau and other colonial 
associations could not compete for places on the home team. The idea of 
either Scotland or Ireland sending an independent team had not been 
entertained, and the leading shots of both Ireland and Scotland were 
Invited to compete for places in our team. 

The receipt by clubs in Ireland and Sootlsnd, of separato iuvltatious, 
gave a new aspect to the matter. Your telegram quoted lu your lost led 
me to suppose that the sending of these separate invitations was a mere 
act of courtesy on the part of your Board, for If you will hear in mind 
that we had every reason to supposo that your Board recognized me os 
the representative of our National Rifle Association of Great Britain, 
and your telegram in saying that any team I organized would be ac¬ 
cepted, English, Irish, scotch, or mixed, admitted you, will allow, of 
the interpretation that a team from the United Kingdom, not organized 
by me, would not be accepted. 

It was obvious that I should not organize an Irish or a Scotch team. 
Before the receipt of yours of the 1.1th nit., we had no idea of the gen¬ 
eral character or the invliation—viz: “to every known rifle association 
or club/’ 

This is a condition which, while taking in two or three rifle clubs lu 
Ireland, and as many in Scotland, happens entirely to exclude England, 
which, not being a separate country, nun no rifle association, though it 
has numerous county associations, which, like some of the Irish and 
Scotch associations, form part of tbe National Rifle Association of 
Great Britain. 

I trust that your rifle mutebes will he a satisfactory i feature in the 
Centennial rejoicings, and regret much thut there will he no oppor¬ 
tunity for a friendly trial of skill between an American aud a British 
team.

The fool-hardiness of the man is equaled only by the nerve of 
the girl, who, blindfolded, without flinching awaits the shot, 
which is as likely to crash through her brain as to shatter 
the apple. When we consider how slight a variation from 
, the mark would coBt the girl her life, we insist on it that 
exhibitions of such a character, where the life of an 
individual is at stake, should be stopped by the author¬ 
ities. It might be said, if Miss Treat is willing 
to run the risk it is her affair and does not concern anyone 
else; but we think differently. Neither is the fact that it 
has been accomplished so often any guarantee that it can 
always be done, for the death of the unfortunate girl, who, 
standing against a board, allowed herself to be impaled 
with knives, is yet fresh in the public mind, The feat had 
been accomplished a thousand times at least, but one night 
one of the knives failed of its accuracy, and instead of en¬ 
tering the board directly above the girl's head, lodged in 
her skull, when, with a shriek, the victim sank to the 
ground and died in a short time. If we mistake not, the 
same fate is in store for Mias Treat. 

In no way can it be regarded other than as we look on it; 
neither can it he claimea that it develops proficiency in the 
rifle, but on the contrary it tends to reckless experiments.

An Unlucky Huntsman

comes!” The little red squirrel dropped the pine cone on 
which he had been making his supper, and ran to and fro 
on a fallen tree, and chided and cnaltered as only a little 
red squirrel which is very angry and very hungry can do. 
The sombrous-voiced ow-1 said, “Who, who, who are you? 
The ruffed grouse ceased his drumming, hopped from the 
moss-covered log, and, with close-lying feathers, sought a 
favorite retreat. The porcupine suddenly relinquished the 
tender raspberry shoot which he had been holding in his 
paw, bear-fashion, and on which he had been 
browsing, dropped clumsily from the log on which he had 
been feeding and shambled out of sight. The cowardly 
wolf—lean and sby, gaunt and hungry, the emblem of fam¬ 
ine—slunk away in search of a darker retreat. The retreat¬ 
ing wolf frightened two little sister fawns almost out of 
their wits, and they sped with flying leaps within thirty feet 
of Calamity, the author of all this turmoil. If the poor 
fawns were frightened, John Calamity was dazed. He dis¬ 
charged each barrel of his gun in quick succession at the 
fawns, as he supposed, but in reality into thin air, fully ten 
feet above their backs, as the falling twigs and perforated 
bark of a dark blue-green fir attested.

Had it not been for your rashness, you might 
have had a good Btory to tell after supper, while your com¬ 
rades were enjoying their pipes. How will you 
feel when you get home, when your “spouse 
and boys” meet you at the depot? Little Ca¬ 
lamity will ask, as the expressman tumbles out 
deer upon deer, “Which ones did you kill pa?” 
You may try to repress the eager boy, who only 
awaits coming manhood to tread in the footsteps of his 
father; but you know that he is irrepressible; you know, too. 
that the dog-in-the-manger man will be there to second 
little Calamity’s search after facts, and question you 
relentlessly until the truth will out. Then will follow 
knowing winks and nods and I told you so’s. Now, Calam¬ 
ity, brush that pendant tear from the tip of your nose, and 
henceforth guard against rashness. 

CHAPTER n. 

At this juncture a vivid flash of lightning, followed by a 
heavy buret of thunder, directed his thoughts from misfor¬ 
tunes of the past to impending dangers of the present. The 
vital question which was agitating his mind was in what 
direction is camp ? 

To all, except an adept in wood-craft, the mysteries of 
“the pathless woods" is a sealed book. He consulted his 
compass; to his inexpressible amazement, the north pole 
pointed Bouth! He shook it impatiently, and yet it persist¬ 
ently pointed south. Was it crazy, was the air overcharged

The Northwestern Pennsylvania Game and Fish Associa¬ 
tion, have commenced the good work of protection in earn¬ 
est by making a sudden raid upon fish dealers and others, 
some for exposing for sale, and others for having unlaw¬ 
fully in possesssion black bass, pike or pickerel, the law of 
May, 1873, making it an offense to capture or to have either 
of these kinds in possession between the first day of March, 
and the first day of June, and affixing a heavy penalty there¬ 
for. This is the third attempt that has been made to pro¬ 
tect the bay as a fishing ground, and, though by an indirect 
method, it bids fair to be. successful. The first, six years 
ago, resulted disastrously for tbe officers who made it; the 
next, last year, was made under an act, so defective, that it 
was difficult to decide wbat court had jurisdiction in the 
premises; tbe last one is brought under the act dated above, 
aud the prosecution of tbe suits is in the hands of J. C. Stur¬ 
geon, the attorney of the Game and Fish Association. In 
this work tbe Association are seconded by the mayor of the 
city, who has issued a proclamation calling upon tbe police 
ana others in authority to search out and arrest all persons 
violating the law. The penalty is $25 for each offense, and 
in default, imprisonment of not less than one day for each 
dollar of penalty. 

The duck shooting is, perhaps, better than usual for this 
locality. Fred. Knobloch bagged twenty-one on the day 
before yesterday, and yesterday twenty-two, bringing down 
three at one shot. _ L. v. N.

The Way Ants Fight in South Africa.— During the 
months of September and October, 1873, 1 was living in the i 
dense bush, about six miles from Cape Coast Castle. Hav- 
ing much time at my disposal, I utilized it by noting the 
habits and natures of the various creatures inhabiting that 
beautiful, though deadly, country. 1 was particularly at¬ 
tracted by the vast horues of ants which were to be seen 
every day marching over the narrow roads through the bush, 

* and I determined to notice their habits as closely as pos¬ 
sible Perhaps it may interest those of your readers who 
have a taste for natural history if I extract from my ndtes 
all that refers to these insects, for theee particulars I have 
not yet seen noted in any work yet published. In the first 
instance I would mention their migratory habits. I was un¬ 
able to discover the cause of the changes of abode they 
made, or what it was that induced them to take up their 
new quarters in anv particular spot; but this was certain, 
they were constantly on the move, travelling along a sort of 
cutting or groove, made by their, own countless footsteps. 

I observed that besides the ordinary ants, not much larger 

than our own English insects, there were others, of about 

twice the size of their smaller brethren, and armed with a 

huge horny pair of “pincers" on the head. These insects 

always stationed themselves on the brow of the cutting, oc¬ 
casionally patrolling up and down, and evidently surveyed 
the movements of their friends below. I never saw those 
larger insects carrying a burden, or in any way assisting in 
the labors of the common ants, they seemed to me to act as a 
sort of leader, to direct the march of their brethren. I once 
placed obstructions in the trench to observe the conduct of 
. the insects; I noticed that if the materiaPwas soft enough, 
the ants broke it up and carried it clear of the trench, by 
morsels, but a stone toe heavy to move, and to hard to break 
up, they left alone, simply tunnelling under itl While 
some of the insects were thus occupied, the.column left the 
trench for the time, and as soon as all was clear, returned 
Vo the old course. I may as well mention that on these mig¬ 
ratory marches the ants do not carry any burdens, either 
food or pups, as we see them do in England. 1 found by 
experiment that if the few leading ants were destroyed, the 
whole column turned bock and retired; that if some of the 
insects in the centre were killed so as to break the column, 
those in front went on, thoStr bfchind retired. Here, it is evi 
dent that some means of communication must exist between 
them, for these advances and retreats were simultaneous 
and without confusion. With an anecdote of w kat remark- 
able organization these minute creatures are capable, 1 will 
conclude this somewhat protracted letter. One morning a 
friend and I watched a column of ants starting from thmr 
home in the mud walls of a hut in our camp, and determ¬ 
ined to follow them to their destination. They marched 
straight to the parapet, mounted its inner face, descended 
into the trench, and then mounted the opposite side and 
proceeded to the open ground there. They directed their 
course to a small mound of fresh earth, and .there the lend 
ing insects halted, remaining at the foot of the hillock until 
the whole force was present. 1 have calculated the number 
of this Uliputlen army, by the distance their column ex¬ 
tended, allowing an average of four abreast, and a length 
of one-eighth of an inch to each section of four, to be about 
18,834, exclusive of the larger insects. .When the whole 
force wu assembled, the iltue army divided; one part re 
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mained at the foot of the mound and ran round and round 
it, the rest mounted to the top, and some of them entered 
the loose earth and speedily returned, each bearing a young 
grasshopper or cricket, dead, which he deposited upon the 
ground and returned for a fresh load. Thdse who had re¬ 
mained on the outside of the mound, took up the crickets 
as they were brought out of the earth, and bore them down 
to the base of the hill, returning for a fresh load. Soon the 
contents of the mound seemed to be exhausted, and then 
the whole force returned home by the same route as before 
into the trench and over the parapet, each with his burden 
of cricket food tor the community. I must confess that had 
I not Been this with my own eyes, I could not have believed 
it, for here was a regular foray, planned and executed with 
military precission, the country surveyed, and the depot of 
provisions known accurately before the march was made, 
and at the mound the prudential division of labor, and the 
care taken that none of their victims should escape. In 
conclusion, I would say, that improbable us these facts may 
seem, yet they were witnessed by myself and my friend, 
and we returned to our camp, wondering at the greatness of 
that Creator who could implant in these puny creatures of 
His hand, so marvelous an instinct.— E. B a. in Land and

Casualties from leopards in my vicinity were not of unfre- 
quent occurrence. On one occasion, indeed, my Sweedish 
lad Axle, was beating some low bushes in search of game 
and specimens, when he suddenly found himself in the pres¬ 
ence of one of these beasts, which apparently was in the 
very act of springing upon him, its head being ensconced 
between ite tore legs, as is its wont on such occasions. Be¬ 
ing probably startled at the unexpected vision, the youth 
hurriedly raised his fowling piece to his shoulder and fired; 
but the contents, unfortunately, only lodged in one of the 
animal’s fore paws, which it smashed, as was afterwards 
ascertained, and before he could pull the second trigger he 
found hiniBelf in a deadly struggle with the exasperated 
brute However, being a strong-limbed and courageous 
young man, he siezed the leopard with both hands, and for 
some moments held it down to the ground by main force. 
Hearing cries of distress, Bomc Damaras, who were herding 
cattle hard by, came up, but, seeing the danger, they beat a 
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his life, as the beast had by this time dreadfully lacerated 
both hi’s hands and arms, and consequently unfitted him for 
prolonged strife with such a fierce and powerful opponent. 
Providentially the dogs, though not the most courageous, 
came to the rescue, and by persistently worrying the beast 
in his hinder parts, finally compelled him to decamp, though 
not until he had killed one of their number. It is satisfac¬ 
tory, however, to add that he himself was shortly after¬ 
wards destroyed by a party of natives, who, on hearing the 
poor fellow’s cries, promptly ran to the spot, and afterwards 
went in pursuit of the leopard, which died game, having 
slain a second dog; two others, moreover, being accidently 
shot by their owners in the general melee."
